MONROE. 


The fifth president of the United States was born in Westmoreland county , 
Ya., in 1758. 
He died in New York on the Fourth of J uly , 1831. 
During the 
earlier y ears of the Rev olution lie serv ed with g reat brav ery and ability as 
.an officer in the American army . 
In 1803 President J efferson sent him to 
France as special env oy to complete neg otiations for the purchase of the v ast 
territory of Louisiana. 
Monroe serv ed as president from 1817 to 1825. 
His 
name is Identified with the famous “ Monroe doctrine,” which was chiefly the 
work of J ohn Quincy Adams, his secretary of state.

will h e of interest to our readers: 
"You m a y h e interest« *« ! to know th at 
an ex perim ental operation conducted by 
me in Pulaski county against th e a rm y 
worm in tim o th y meadows th is spring, 
worked 
o ut adm irably , destroy ing vir­ 
tually all th e a r m y worms in th e m e ad­ 
ow and saving th e crop, a t a n ex pense of 
from 35 to 45 cents per acre. 
W ith h ay 
at $18 a t o n, th is was certainly a good 
invest tnent. 
“Th e a r m y worm s were poisoned with 
a m ix ture of paris green and clean bran, 
1 pounds of th e former t<* 1G of th e lat* 
t« *r. moistened to a crumbling condition 
with w ate r salted until it ta ste d a little 
salty . 
'Ph is was sow 11 broadcast a t th e 
rate of 12 or 15 pounds of th e bran to 
th « » acre. 
It 
was a surprising fact 
t h a t a rm y 
worms seemed to prefer th is poisoned 
artificial food to fresh grass. 
A single 
t re a tm e nt killed th em all with th e ox - 
ception of th ose under h alf an inch in 
length , th ese y ounger worm s eith er not 
eating th e bran or being less susceptible 
to th e poison.

A search for the subject upon which 
Marie Corelli has not expressed her opin­ 
ion would be lik e a quest for tin* roc’s 
egg, consequently the claim of a divided 
attention to the subject can be urged in 
excuse of the shallow reasoning 
with 
which this gardulous author, in her pa­ 
per, "M an’s W a r Against Woman,” in 
“ Harper’s Bazar,” opposes the causes of 
woman suffrage. 
Miss Corelli, after some statements 
to the effect that women’s susceptibility 
to a “ personally expressed admiration lor 
their ey es,” would largely affect the di­ 
rection of their vote, goes on to say 
that the “ woman’s rights” question is 
convey ed in Cleopatra's opening speech 
to Antony in Shak espeare's play : 
“ If it be love indeed, tell me how 
much.” ‘ 
“ It is all there,” say s the writer. 
“That is really all woman wants to 
k now. 'If it be love indeed'—then she 
had her ‘suffrage.’ 
She can rule her 
slave for good or bad. 
She governs man, 
and through him she governs the world. 
“ Clever women want no audible voice 
in politics, inasmuch as they can. if they 
choose, silently xvork the whole business 
behind the scenes. Stupid women clamor 
about their ‘rights,’ evidently unaware 
that in the very force of the clamor 
they are throwing all ‘rights’ away . The 
clever woman sits ut home—and lik e a 
meadow spider spreads a pretty web of 
rose and gold, spangled xvith diamond 
dew. 
Flies—or men—tumble in by scores 
—and she holds them all prisoners at her 
pleasure with a silk en tffraud as fine as 
a hair.” 
Echoing Miss Corelli, xve might say , 
“There it is”—it. the sop, “ woman’s in­ 
fluence over man,” which soggy and in­ 
digestible, 
is 
handed out 
by 
every 
stranger xvlio approaches the Cerberus 
of woman's suffrage. The novelist is dis­ 
appointing in that she does not even 
mak e the old gag-stop look lik e muffins, 
a rasped roll or some of the more pala­ 
table break fast foods. 
In fact, as they 
stand, her remark s are quite as unappe­ 
tizing and quite as illogical as though 
uttered bv some less authoritative per­ 
son than the author of a dozen or more 
fevered romances. 
In tin* first place, the writer depre­ 
cates the suffrange because woman “has 
no time to think ,” and because of the 
prejudicial effect of a candidate’s cofi- 
pliment to her ey es.

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Jap an ’s Losses in W a r Made Known by 
Ceremony in Honor of the Dead. 


One of the charges brought against the 
Japanese by the correspondents serving 
in the field with the Japanese armies dur­ 
ing the late war with Russia was that 
j the commanders of the M ikado’s forces 
I never allowed a correct list of the men 
I lest by land and sea to go forth. 
Until 
recently outside nations have not known 
what was the loss to the island empire in 
terms of men slain in the land and naval 
I engagements of the war, and now the 
true figures come out through a peculiar 
circumstance. 
On M ay 1 there was celebrated at the 
Yasukuui shrine in Tokio the third and 
last great ceremony in honor of the souls 
of the dead patriots of the war. 
Because 
the Em peror had decided that no man’s 
soul shall be slighted because of politic 
paring down of the list of casualties the 
ceremony which took place on M ay 1 was 
all inclusive. 
It took iu those to whom 
former honors were done, those that died 
j of their w ounds after the termination of 
the w ar and, by im perative order of the 
Emperor, those non-combatants who lost 
¡their lives in the discharge of their du­ 
ties in both branches of the service. 
A total of the souls worshipped at the 
i three ceremonies gives the complete toll 
I of the war as far as the Japanese war 
and naval oifioers have been able to ver­ 
ify the records.

usually high officers of the army ami 
navy stand forth in turn before the m ul­

At 
the last services Adm iral Togo and the 
Em peror himself conducted one of the 
services,
